UP PROGRAMME. 


PRELIMINARY SURVEY BY 
NEW COMMITTEE.. | 


CO-OPT NEW MEMBERS. 


London, Nov. 24, 

A> good deal of ground ‘was 
covereg by the Federal Rela- 
tions Committee of the Indian 
Round Table Conference which 
made a preliminary survey of 
its task at its first mecting, 
under the chairmanship of Mr, 
Wedgwood Benn, at St. James’s 
Palace toxlay. The Committee 
has extremely wide terms of 
reference, considering not only 
the relntions of the Provinces 
and the States to the Central 
Government, but also the respon. 
sibilities to be delegated to the 
Central Authority. 

The Committee as atiielinliy 
appointed comprised 22. members, 
resp ntative of all the delega- 
lion cluding 16° from) British 
India, with power to co-opt. 

It was decided to-day to co-opt 
i itional members, - the 
Maharajas of Nawanasar and of 
Rowa, the Chief Sahib of Sangli, 
and Sardar Sultan Ahmed Khan 
also the Rt Hon. Mr, Srinivara 
Sastri and. six -further_members 
from the British Indian delega- 
tion, to be selected by that dele- 
vation.

It was also agreed that all 
members of the British delegation 
are to be free to join the commit- 
tee, 

The next meeting was fixed for 
Friday afternoon, and the interval 
avill be employed in further — pre- 
paration for the work of the com- 
mittee 

After some discussion to-dat, 
during: which various methods of 
gpproaching: their task were siys- 
gested, it waa agreed that the Lord 
Cheneellor, Lord Sankey, should 
undertake to formitlate and to 
supply te the membera by Wed- 
uesday night, Uhe heads of the 
subjects for the Committee's dis- 
cussion, 

The Federal Relations Commit- 
tee, now comprising 49 members, 
will probably do much of its de- 
tailed work through sub-commit- 
tees, Upon which the other mem- 
delegations will be 
invited to serve. 


India Watching. 


Developments at the Conference 
are - being watched with the 
keenest interest In Indla, accord- 
ing to the Government of India’s 
weekly apprecintion of the, situa- 
tion. 

The attempts proceeding in 
London to rench’a settlement on 
the communal issues are being 
followed with the closost interest. 

The developments regarding 
the. proposed federn} form of 
overnment have so far attracted 
less attention than might have 
een expected, but they have 
already stimulated constructive 
thought, and will, it: is hoped, 
divert attention to an increasing 
degree from purely destructive 
criticism, 

Generally there are indications 
of a wider, appreciation of the 
importance of the Conference and 
of an increasing honetulnver of a 
succaautul, issue. :

REBELS REPORTED SO BE 
ON ‘THE MOVE, 


- Wuehow, Nov. 22. 

According to ane of the Chinese 
newspapers here, the Kwangei 
rebels are now on the move. 
General Li Chung-yen and General 
Pei Chung-hai are said to be Tead- 
ing one section of the army into 
Kweichow Provines, whilst 
Generat Chang Fat-kwei, the 
Ironside leader, is said to be pre- 
paring to move into Yunnan. 

‘The Yunnanese troops which 
besieged Nanning for three 
months have now definitely sone 
back to ‘Yunnan, having left 
Posch on October 31st. This city 
is now in rebel hands, 

It is difficult to gain a correct 
idea of the situation. The rebel 
movement is described’ as a 
retreat, but it may have other 
meanings, One report is thut the 
Kwangsi insurgents plan to con- 
trol Yunnan Province, but sq 
many rumours are prevailing that 
it is hard to follow the trend of 
events, 

In same quarters, it is believed 
that the strutegic citles of Nan- 
ning and Luichow must soon 
surrender.—Onr Own Correapan- 
dent. :

ACCUSED MAN STATES HIS 
GRIEVANCES. 


MOTIVE. FOR ACT. 


‘The full story of the attack on 
Mr. Bert Plumb, an Acting Princi- 
pat Warder at’ Victorin Gaol ‘on 
October 22, was detailed in 
evidence at the commencement of 
the Pollee Court hearing , before 
Mr. Williams. yesterday, 

The accused, Tse Sul-chung, in 
charged with inflicting grievous 
bodily harm with intent to maim 
ant disable Warder Plumb, who 
hus sufficiently recovered to give 
evidence before the Court. 

Mr oJ, W._ Franks 
intendent of Prisons) produced 
the warrant which committed 
the neeused fo Victoria Grol 
in February last te a term 
of twelve months’ hard labour; 
alan the prison record — of 
the neeused, with a Vist of punish- 
ments for offences committed 
within the prison. Detalls of 
theae offences, he said, were con- 
tained in other papers kept clse- 
where, 

Witness also produced a copy of 
ado original document containing 
particulars of offences which led 
te the flowing of the neeuged on 
October vt, tt was for continual 
offences that the flogging was or- 
dered, 

On Oetober 20 (the day before 
the assault incident: that formed 
the subject of the present pros 
veedings), Mr. ranks said, Chief 
Warder McLeod — reported the 
necused for continual misconduct, 
Duly sworn, Chief Warder Me- 
Leod made the following  state- 
ment dn vacettsed’s | presence :-— 
“This prisoner has mixbehaved 
persiatently for the ast four 
months. He has incurred reports 
against prison discipline during 
that pediod. On the 17th instant 
he waa punished by the Superin- 
tendent. of Prisons (ie. myaelf) 
for Joud shouting and continual 
banging of bis bed-board on the 
Noor of hia cell.

Nineties.” And far from being a 
diatribe it turned out to be 
about the keenest, and withal the 
fafrest, estimate of America and 
American characteristic that 1] 
have ever come across.

G. W. Steevens, whose book was 
published by Blackwood's in 1897, 
was one of the . outstanding 
English journalists and war cor- 
respondents of that period. He 
spent two months in America, in 
the thick of the McKinley-Bryan 
presidential campaign, He talk- 
ed with Mr. McKinley in Canton, 
with Theodore Roosevelt in the 
office of the Police Commissioner 
of the City of New York, with 
Mark Hanna, with Richard Olney, 
and with any numbor of senitors, 
representatives, bank presidents 
and ratlway magnates, not over- 
looking—~as no good journalist 
ever dovs—i representative selec- 
tion of the proletariat. He visit- 
ed the large cities from Boston 
to San Francisco, nnd he even 
sought more intimate contact with 
American life at such places as 
Wilmington, N.C.; Fort Atkinson, 
Wis., and Portland, Me. This 
was doing his journalist's job 
with thoroughness and zeal, and 
it is quite obvious that he learn- 
‘ved more of America’ in two 
months than the average peraon— 
yea, even the average journalist 
-—would do in two years.

But perhaps - the keenest in- 
terest in Mr. Steevens’s book les 
tin its revelation of the contrasts

Admiral Sir Reginald Hall, late 
Director of Naval Intelligence,

Admiral Hall goes out of his 
way to make an untimely and fire- 
enting attack on the recent Naval 
Treaty. Eon 

Second-Clasa ‘Power, : 
Ho writes of the “humiHatin 
position to which our Navy has 
now been reduced by’ the present 
Labour Government,” and adda: 

“The recently concluded Naval 
Treaty shened by Great Britain, 
the United States of America and 
Japan, but not by France and Italie, 
haa in’ effect reduced us to a 
second-class Power, It fa now be- 
jag seid on the Continent, quite 
openly by responsible statesmen, 
that we have lost our naval supre- 
macy, 

“Other Powers are at liberty to 
build up te the maximum ald 
down jn the Treaty, but we, the 
‘Mistress of the Sens,’ the nation 
whose very existence depented 
hpon superior naval atrength, 
now find ourselves condemned to 
see our ships grow obsolete and 
outelassed, because we have tied 
ourselves toon Trenty which docs 
not even allow us to replace ob- 
solete tonnage, 

“And, be it remembered that 
Great Britaln has already made 
the largest reduction in figghting 
ships--far larger than #hy other 
Power, Never before in all var 
history have we been placed in 
such a position, and su tong as 
we abide by this iniquctous Trenty 
we are helpless either to protect 
eur own Imperial interesta-or af 
ford proper onaaiatanee th our 
friends, 

“Scrap of Paper,” 

“Such things ax Stelnhaner 
narrates cannot happen again, We 
now have a “Treaty, under whieh 
we are al to Hive in peace and 
happiness. Let us hope, however, 
that none of the sinatories to this 
precious document will look upon 
it as nothing more than a 'serap 
of paper! as Germany did to the 
Treaty that guaranteed the neu- 
trality of Belgium."

what; people frightfully . over- 
crowded and ‘living in conditions 
that are not decent on: a. stud 
form. ‘I do not enre. how bad the 
people are, it-is-not right.” . 

As time pabacd there’ wes & 
deterioration of housing condi- 
tions which meant.the creation of 
new slums. The Greenwood Act 
was an attempt to deni. with the 
two problema, to, give new powers 
and opportunities to local authori- 
ties to deal with areas which had 
been condemned, and with areas 
which medical . officers in’ five 
years’ time were going to condemn, 
The semi-slum was a new. problem 
to ‘which puble attention had 
never been directed, :

FOR THE POOR. 


ANNUAL REPORT OF SOCIETY 
OF ST. VINCENT DE PAUL. 


Tho annual report of the Com- 
mittee of the Socicty of St. Vincent 
de Paul states that the net proceeds 
of last year’s Al Fresco Fete and 
Sale of Roses showed nn increase 
of $242.21 on the 1928 fixure. The 
total sumsavas $11,681.99. - 

The report states: : 

Relief in Moncey and -Provigions. 
—The expenditure under this head 
for the first nine months of 1930 
was $5,058.76 oa against $4,976.50 
for the aame period in 1929. The 
Society has also during the nine 
months expended $141.70 in pro- 
viding shoes and clothing for poor 
children and $75.31 for Medical 
Ald. : : 

The above sum of $6,068.75 was 
expended on the muintenance of 
143 families comprising 205  per- 
sous to whom assistance was given 
irrespective of race, nationality or 
erced. 1126 visits were made to the 
poor In their homes. 

Housing Accommodation.—The 
expenditure ander this head during 
the Whole of 1929 amounted to $2,- 
071.65, while for the nine months 
January to September 1940 the ex- 
penditure was $1,608.18 of which 
$560 represents Grants made’ in 
special cases’ of temporary destita- 
tien, As recorded in previous re- 
porta, the long period of trade de- 
pression in the Colony, reanlling in 
a large increase in the number 
unemployed, continues to cause no 
Htth: anxiety ta the Society in the 
matter of the housing of the Poor. 

Eduencien of the Children of the 
Poor, One oof the first works of 
the Society OF St. Vineent de Paul 
In all comntries has always been the 
education oof the ohidren oop thy 

sand in aceordanve with this 
policy the Seciety in Hongkong 
nims at alfording every tacility to 
Chinese poor children for acquiring 
a good practical knowledge of their 
own language. Later, according to 
their aptitude, they are cither 
tnught a trade or sent to St 
Joseph's College for an English 
education. 

With a view to providing, in the 
first instance, a five course in 
Chinese the Society nttins the 
Kai Lap School for Boys st Wan- 

ai, und assists the Tak Ying 
School for Girls, also at Wanchai, 
by paying the fees of a number of 
the poorer girts attending — this 
wchool, During the nina months 
January to September 1980 the 
subsidy to the Kai Lap School 
amounted to S726. Durkage the 
same period $86 was paid by the 
Society in school feos for yirks at 
the Tak Ying School and F216 to 
St. Louis Industrial School for boys 
who are beim tauyht various 
trades,

cause confusion, if they could, 
over Yival claims to the tongeat! 
lineage. In behalf of the Royal 
Scots it has been suggested with 
all good humour that they con. 
stitute a link with the ancient 
and presumably honourable body- 
ycuard of Pontius Pitate. No jester 
quite so daring has ventured te 
eap that in behalf of the 2nd Foot 
(the Queen's Royal Regiment), 
but we believe that some en- 
thosiasta have twisted and turned 
their way through the turbulent 


days of the Revolution, the roman-. 


tic era of the Elizabethans, and 
on to the train-bands of Henry 
VIIT at least to trace the pedigree 
of the Queen's. 


However, among the 6,000 Eny- 
lish treaps whom Cromwell sent 
over to Frince in 1657 to join the 
larger French foree for the Anglo- 
Freneh campaign against Spain, 
who had espoused the Monarchist 
catise, was the 2nd Foot, and 
among the French forces was the 
Royal Regiment. The Jatter was 
paid by France but owed allesi- 
ance to the King of Scotland; the 
2nd Foot: rQue hegimen TTS 
also paid by ance but wis 
commanded by English — officers 
and owed allegiance to the Lord 
Protector.
